He felt it was time 
for another reorientation of this subject and asked, that all 
employees be reminded that classified information is not to 
be passed, over the telephone. Almost inevitably w© all have 
to transact a certain amount of business over the teleohoae 
involving classified matters, but if it cannot fe<5 S*0$©?f *f@<$ 
in such terms that the classified aspects are protected we must 
accept the delay required for personal contact.
